TO ALL PEOPLE to whom these Presents 
shall come Greeting. KNOW YE, That We being 
Governors and Chief Commissioners of His Majesty’s 
Revenue of Inland Excise and Taxes, within that Part 
of the United Kingdom called Ireland, appointed by 
His Majesty’s Commission or Letters Patent under the 
Great Seal of Ireland, pursuant to the Powers and 
Authorities to Us given and granted by the said Com- 
mission or otherwise, Have constituted and appointed, 
and by these Presents do Constitute and Appoint Gus- 
tavus Lambart, Esquire, to be Collector, for collecting 
levying and receiving all and singular the Duties of 
Inland Excise due and payable to His Majesty, or which 
shall, may or ought to come, arise, grow or be due to 
His Majesty, his Heirs and Successors, within such 
Place or District in Ireland to which the said Gustavus 
Lambart is or shall from Time to Time be appointed 
by Us, or the Chief Commissioners of the said Revenue 
of Inland Excise and Taxes for the Time being, and to 
be one of the Searchers for seeing, surveying and making 
Search for any Goods or Commodities either put on 
Board any Ship or Vessel, or taken out or carried away, 
or intended to be carried away without due Entry first 
had and made of the same. And to do, perform, and 
execute all other lawful Acts, Things, Powers and Au- 
thorities, which are requisite and necessary to be done and 
executed in Discharge of the said Offices and Trusts, for 
and during such Time as We or the Chief Commissioners 
of His Majesty’s said Revenue for the Time being shall 
think fit. 

And all Justices of the Peace, Mayors, Sheriffs, 
Constables, and all other His Majesty’s Officers whom 
it may concern, are hereby prayed and required to be 
aiding and assisting unto him the said Gustavus Lam- 
bart in the due execution of this our Commission. 

In Witness whereof We have hereunto set our Hands 
and Seals the Twenty-ninth day of January, in the 
fifty -ninth Year of the Reign of our Sovereign Lord 
GEORGE III. by the Grace of God of the United 
Kingdom of Great Biitaln and Ireland, KING, De- 
fender of the Faith, and in the Year of our Lord One 
Thousand Eight Hundred and Nineteen.
